The grant of the 
allowance to an officer suffering from Tuber- 
culosis|Cancer and other prolonged ailments 
during leave exceeding eight months shall 
be decided on merits by Government in 
each case.

A husbandlwife[child|parents 
having an independent source of income is 
not treated as a member belonging to the 
family of the officer except when he is in 
receipt only of a gross pension (including 
temporary increase in pension and pension 
equivalent of death-cum-retirement gratuity 
or other retirement benefits) not exceeding 
Rs. 100 per month.”;
